unobvious. An inhibitor of protein kinase Ca (PKCa) comprising SEQ ID NO: 2 are also 
novel and unobvious. The closest art is Lee et al (JACS, 03/02/2004, filed with IDS on 
8/20/2010). This art has a publication that is after the priority date of instant application. 
Therefore, Lee et al does not constitute as a prior art.
